The Governor Finally Decides in 
the Matter This Morning. 


He Refuses to Pardon the Little 3 
er, or Commute His Sentence to Life Im- 
prisonment—But He Grants Brooks a 
Respite of Four Weeks to Prepare for 
Death—Full Text of the Governor’s De- 
cision—How the Prisoner Received the 
News—The Telegram He Got From His 
Attorneys—A Talk With the Prisoner— 
Scene at the Jail—Landgraf, Who Was 
To Be Executed To-Morrow, Also Re- 
spited Until August 10. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., July 12.—By 9 o’clock 
this morning the Governor's office was crowd- 
ed with citizens anxious to hear his final de- 
cision in the Maxwell commutation case. 
Messrs. Martin and Fauntleroy were among 
the first to arrive. Mrs. Brooks and daughter 
were not present. At 9:15 the Governor’s de- 
cision was announced, his private secretary, 
Mr. Yantis, reading it. 

THE ‘DECISION: 

The following is the full text of the Govern- 
or’s decision:

GENTLEMEN—I have carefully and thoucht- 

fully examined the case of H. M. Brooks, alias 


Maxwell, as it is preserved in the records and 
decisions in the several opinions of the courts 


and the justices thereof. I have also 
listened attentively to the letters and 
petitions for and against him and 
to the arguments presen directiy 


to me by vou gentlemen. In view of the zeal 
and earnestness with which you have de- 
fended your client, I deem it proper to depart 
from the usual ruleinsuch cases and give 
you the reasons why I decline to grant your 
request. My own examination of the 
papers in the case, Including the record of 
the trial, thé opinions of the courts and 
the letters and petitions failed to disclose any 
sufficient reason for executive interference. 
I know no for this failure other than 
that no such reason is con therein. I 
K your argument to be to this effect: 
hat, ‘*‘whether guilty or not, 
Mon should be allowed to

nfairly tried as has Brooks;’’ that he has 
been refused the only test of guilt, to-wit:

The 
authority to grant pardons and commutations 
of sentence is vested in the Governor by the 
Constitution of our State in broad and li 
language. Under it I presume I m 
empty every penal institution in 
our State, but certainly it is not 
the wish or intention of the people whose 
sovereignty I acknowledge and represent 
thatIsodo. They have put this great and 
important power in the hands of their 
Chief Magistrate almost without instruc- 
tions, relying presumably upon bis good sense 
and correct purposes preventing any abuse of 
the power. The Governor cannot convict, 
cannot try. That belongs to the judiciary 
alone, a co-ordinate branch of our Govern- 
ment. By virtue of his authority to pardon he 
can set tree, can reduce or entirely abre- 
gate a punishment assessed by the courts, 
and under certain circumstances it becomes 
his duty as well as his privilegeso todo. Ifa 
wrong or injustice isdone a citizen of Mis- 
sour by the courts thereof, either intention- 
ally or unintentionally, and the Governor 
knew it he should correct the error or the 
crime promptly and as fully as he can, 
but he has no sort of authority over the meth- 
ods pursued by the courts, either generally or 
in particular cases.

HEARS THE NEWS. 

At 9:80 a. m. the first word from Jefferson 
City was received at the Four Courts. It was 
that the Governor had not granted the com- 
mutation, but had given Maxwell a respite of 
three weeks. This was generally construed 
to mean that the Governor had merely taken 
the question under advisement for three weeks. 
It was in this shape that Maxwell received the 
intelligence. As he stepped out of his cell his 
face displayed plainly the anxiety he felt, and 
it did not take an expert eye to see that he was 
endeavoring to conceal his emotion. His 
teeth were pressed tightly together, his lips 
drawn close and instead of their easy, natural 
look there was a fixed stare in his eyes to pre- 
vent them from betraying the secrets of the 
mind for which they served as windows. 
When the news was broken to him he said 
nervously: ‘‘I should ae that the Governor 
deemed the question too important to decide 
immediately and wants more time so he can 
look into it more carefully.’’

WILL NOT COME BACK. 


THE ELOPERS AT TOPEKA DETERMINED TO 
MAKE A FIGHT. 


All Negotiations for the Surrender of the 
Property at an End—Moore and Mrs. 
Norton Separated—The Habeas Corpus 
Proceedings Postponed Until To-Morrow 
—Latest Developments of the Scandal. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrsratTon. 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 12.—Shortly after 10 
o’clock, thagime set forthe hearing of the 
Henry W. Moere habeas corpus proceedings 
by Judge Guthrie, Moore appeared in court 
accémpanied by City Marshal Carter and his 
attorneys, Capt. Johnson and Judge Keeler, 
Judge Laughlin and Attorney-General Taylor 
representing the States of Missour! and Kan- 
sas respectively, 
behalf ot the City Marsha! also appeared in 
court. 

Sheriff Fuller presented the warrant of the 
Governor issued upon the requisition of the 
Governor of Missouri. 

Moore’s attorneys said they had no oppor- 
tunity to see the warrant or requisition papers 
and before any further proceedings were taken 
they desired to see all the papersin the case. 

The Attorney-General said that the only 
question upon whieh the Judge had to pass 
was the sufficiency of the warrant. 

Moore’s attorney disputed that question. 

The Judge said the gentlemen ought to have 
an opportunity to examine the papers fully 
and he would give them any reasonable time 
they desired. Capt. Johnson asked that they 
have until 10 o’clock to-morrow, and the case 
was continued until that time. 

MRS. NORTON ARRESTED. ‘ 

Shortly before noon to-day Constable Davies 
served a warrant issued from Justice Searie’s 
court, on complaint of County Attorney 
Curtis, charging Mre. John W. Nor with 
violation ofthe laws of Kansas on two counts. 
The warrant was made out for both Moore 
and Mrs. Norton, but as Moore was already in 
custody it was served only on the woman. 
The first count specifies that they did wilfully 
live together as man and wife on July 8 at the 


Copeland Hotel. The second count specifies 
that they are guilty of open and 
gross lewdness aud lascivious behavior 


and of open and notorious acts of public in- 
decency, grossly scandalous inthis, that they 
registered at the Copeland Hotel, on July 8, 
as man and wife and occupied the same room, 
contrary to sec. 12 of the statute in relation 
to marriages, which makes it a misdemeanor 
for aman and woman not married to live to- 
gether as man and wife. It fixes the penalty 
at not less than $500 nor more than $1,000, or 
not less than thirty days“ nor more three 
months’ imprisonment in the county jail or 
penitentiary. If Moore is released the war- 
rant will be served upon him. 
WILL PLEAD GUILTY. 

Mrs. Norton was at once taken under cus- 
— in room 42, just opposite Moore’s root, 
with an officer guarding each room. Both 
Moore and Mrs. Norton were very much sur- 
ee when the warrant was read. It is be- 

loved that Mrs. Norton will plead guilty when 
arraigned in court and the minimum fine will 
be imposed. She immediately sent for her at- 
torney, Capt. Johnson, and held quite a long 
consuitation with him. 

Mrs. Norton, in conversation with the cor- 
8 soon alter the warrant was served, 
said: 

It is the work of Norton. Iam satisfied 
that he has instigated this prosecution. They 
want to get all the money we have so that we 
ill be unable to resist their prosecution.’’ 

Moore became very much enraged at this 
new turn of affairsand said that they (mean- 
ing himself and Mrs. Norton) were getting in 
deeper and deeper. 7 

Late last night Mrs. Norton made a propos 
tion to Judge * * that she would leave 
Moore altogether 
and not prosecute him, but Laughlin refused 
to listen to the proposition. The terrible 
strain was beginning to tell upon her, and she 
was almost prostrated. She had a good night’s 
rest, however, and this morning she was feel- 
ing very cheerful, 

MRS. NORTON STUBBORN. 

Judge Laughlin had another brief interview 
with her this morning and again urged her to 
leave Moore, but she would not listen to him 
and abruptly turned away from him while he 
was talking with her. 

Judge Laughlin said afterwards: ‘‘I had 
some hopes last night that we would r- 
suade her to leave re. In fact, I believe 
she had almost made up her mind to do so, 
but this morning she has her back up and will 
listen to nothing. Ihave about come to the 
conclusion that we can accomplish nothing in 
that direction. She may as well make up her 
mind, however, that Moore will be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law, and will no doubt 
spend a good term in the penitentiary.’’ 

MOORE WILL MAKE A FIGHT. 

The action of the attorneys for Moore this 
morningin demanding time te examine the 
requisition papers was a complete surprise to 
the attorneys on the other. side. An 
agreement was made last night between 
the attorne and it had been settled 
that no resistanee would be made to the 
requisition papers, but that Moore would re- 
turn to 8t. Louis without making any fight. 
Moore’s attorneys, however, have announced 
their determination to make a fight against 


taking Moore back. The Governor’s 
warrant directing the arrest of 
Moore in obedience to the requisition 
of the Governor of Missouri S8 now 


in the handsof the Sheriff. Moore’s attorneys 
declare that the requisition papers will not 
hold good, and that on the nedring of the 
habeus corpus D to- morrow the 
prisoner will be released. The attorneys have 
up to this morning attempted to set- 
tle the matter without further interference 
of the Kansas courts. But all negotiations to 
this effect were declared his morning. 
Both sides have become bull-headed and de- 
clare it is fight from now on. Capt. Johnson, 
Moore’s attorney, said this ,afternoou that 
they will resort to every means to prevent 
Moore’s being taken back. 

Moore has endeavored for several days to 
get some whisky or wine, but owing to the 
stringency of the prohibitory law the officers 
could not get it for him. He succeeded, how- 
ever, this morning in securing a ro of whisky 
through a newspaper friend and both Moore 
and Mrs. Norton drank. It eae them in better 
spirits, and Moore especially cheered up and 
said that he haa no intention of giving up the 
fight. 

1 THE COUPLE SEPARATED. 

The couple occupied separate rooms last 
night for the first time since their arrival in 
Topeka. About N o’clock Mrs. Norton awoke 
and began crying and calling fur Moore. The 
officer told her be quiet, but she oontin- 
ued to call for tim. oore was awakened 
by her cries and called to the ofiicer to it 
him to go to Mrs. Norton’s room.

ALPENA’S CON FLAGRATION, 


| Over Two Hundred Houses Destroyed —. 


Heavy Loss—Fires Elsewhere. 


ALPENA, Mich., July 12.—About 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon an alarm of fire was sent 
in from the lumber mill of H. R. Mose, a huge 
structure covering two acres of ground and 
surrounded by sawdust heaps and piles of ref- 
use lumber. The.aiad was blowing a fierce 
gale, and the fire soon spread to the Detroit, 
Bay City & Alpena roundhousep which was 
rapidly consumed. Morse’s mill and board- 
ing-house went next, and the fire spread on 
toward the bay. The fire department was 
helpless and there was nothing to do but wait 
until the fire had exhausted itself. Gilchrist’s 
lumber dock, with 3,000,000 feet of sawed lum- 
ber on it, was soon in flames, and the sene, as 
the big loge fell into the bay and drifted out 
tow the open lake, ail the floating timber 
being ablaze, wasa sight long to be remem- 
bered. The burning timber set fire to the 
Government light-house at the mouth of the 
river, and it was soon a total loss. While the 
fire was slowly sweeping down through half a 
mile of the town, the people were moving 
their household goods and carrying valuables 
back of the town. 

TWO HUNDRED BUILDINGS BURNED. 

It was not until midnight that the fire was 
under control. Over two hundred buildings 
were burned and 1,300 people are homeless. 
Nine-tenths of them are workingmen, and 
most of them have no insurance. The loss of 
the buildings will exceed $200,000. Three mill- 
fon feet of lumber belonging to F. W. Gil- 
christ, Folkerts, McPhee 4 Co. of Alpena, 
and Burrows & Burt of Saginaw, valued at 
$75,000, was also lost. Mrs. Ann McLean of 
Buffalo was burned to death.

WIND AND WATER. - 


FULL PARTICULARS OF THE FRESHET IN 
THE MONONGAHELA REGION. 


Hundreds ef People Driven From Their 
Homes—The Damage to Private, Manu- 
facturing and Railroad Property—Loss 
Over $2,000,000—Severe Storms in the 
East—A Passenger Train Goes Through a 
Trestle—Five P Killed an Many 
Injured—Casualt 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 12.—The waters that 
have been sweeping the valley of the Mo- 
nongahela and the valleys of its tributaries 
for the last sixty hours are again falling into 
their natural channels. They leave in their 
track scenes of desolation and ruin that have 
never had their counterpart in the same lo- 
calities. From Pittsburg to the mountain 
fastnesses of Randolph County, W. Va.,towns 
have been ravaged; manufactories have been 
inundated; boats have been sunk; houses and 
lumber have been floated off; fields with their 
wheat in shock and growing crops have 
been devastated; families driven to the 
hills for shelter, and in many instances the ac- 
cumulations of years of toil and self-denial 
have been lost in an hour. The losses by the 
flood will not fall far short of 8, 000, 000, a large 
proportion of which falls with crushing effect 
upon the people of the thriving counties of 
Mongalia, Marion, Taylor, Harrison, Lewis, 
Barbour, Upshur and Randolph in West Vir- 
ginia. 

In Pennsylvania the losses are in the coun- 
ties of Allegheny, Washington, Westmore- 
land, Fayette and Greene, the heaviest being in 
Allegheny, Washington and Fayette. These 
losses fall most heavily upon owners of coal 


property. railroad companies and farmers. 
otwithstanding the suddenness of the com- 
ing of the water and the area of distribution, 
the losses of flats, barges and smaller river 
crafts have been comparatively small and 
nearly all boat owners are congratulating 
themselves on their good fortune. 
IN PITTSBURG. 

In Pittsburg proper much of the loss has 
fallen upon the owners of shanty boats and

MOREHOUSE’S DECISION. 

Gov. MOREHOUSE has refused to com- 
mute the sentence of Brooks alias Max- 
WELL, but, as is customary in the final 
disposition of such a case, has granted a 
respite of four weeks. His decision was 
just what was generally anticipated from 
the nature of the case and of the pleas 
upon which he was asked to overrule the 
verdict of the jury and the judgments of 
the courts. 

These had been sustained by the Su- 
preme Courtin a decision which left no 
ground for executive interference except 
a just indignation against the unfair and 
disgraceful course of the prosecution in 
the Dingfelder testimony. But the public 
feeling on that subject was doubtless 
shared by the jury and operated against 
the prosecution rather than against 


the accused, The other evidence 
against him was conclusive of 
his guilt, and the only ground on 


which a verdict of acquittal could have 
rested was a reasonable doubt of his 
sanity and accountability, when no such 
defense was set up in his behalf. The 
prisoner’s own testimony was ‘‘a plea of 
confession and avoidance.’’ He admitted 
that he had killed PRELLER, hidden the 
corpse and ran away with PRELLER’S 
money and valuables,but he declared that 
the killing was unintentional andthe con- 
cealment, robbery and flight the mistakes 
of a frightened and unfortunate stranger. 

If the Governor had based either a par- 
don or a commutation on this after- 
thought plea, which seemed ridiculously 
flimsy in the light of the strong evidence 
that Brooks had deliberately murdered 
PRELLER for his money, it would have 
been the most unjustifiable defeat of 
public justice that any Missouri Executive 
was ever guilty of. The blunder of the 
prosecution fortunately did not produce 
a miscarriage of justice, and the Governor 
has simply refused to make that blunder 
a pretext for defeating a true and just 
verdict againsta man clearly guilty ofa 
cold-blooded and atrocious murder from 
the most sordid of motives.

On the 
other hand ALGER’s friends charge that 
SHERMAN’s agents had bought up the 
Southern delegates, and they claim that 
ALGER has proof enough to brand SHErrR- 
MAN as the brazenest boodler in the 
country.”

With the pla- 
nation that SHERMAN’s purchases were 
made, not with his own money, but with 
promises of places and opportunities to 
become available after his election, there 
will be no call for any proof against him. 
The only boodle question that is now agi- 
tating the public mind is the size of the 
bid which nominated MorTon after AL- 
GER had offered to put upacool million 


for campaign purposes.

A REPUBLICAN committee of the House 
investigated the connection of Lavi P. 
MORTON with the Peruvian guano scan- 
dal, and found that just before MorToNn 
went to France as Minister the banking 
firm of which MORTON was the head ac- 
cepted the agency for the United States, 
at a high commission, of all the guano, 
nitrates, etc., controlled by the Credit In- 
dustriel of France. The success of this 
company and the profits of its American 
agency depended on the success of a 
scheme to enlist the influence of the 
United States in behalf of Peru, which 
had just been conquered by Chill. The 
committee whitewashed Minister MORTON 
by acquitting him of any intentional 
wrong, but the-House held that, in view 
of his official position and of the interna- 
tional complications inyolving the affairs 
of Peru and the guano project, neither he 
nor his banking firm should have accepted 
the agency. This was drawing it mild, 
and the mildness was probably due to the 
consideration that all of MorTon’s con- 
nection with public affairs before he went 
to France had been of a money-making 


kind.

Yhe Members of the Organization Will Open

Mr. Bruce of Tremont Temple read a 
series of resolutions which strongly con-

tions were adopted the whole audience cheered 
for fully ten minutes. Miss Hastings, one 
of the dissenting members of the 
School Committee, made a long address in 
which she answered the committee and de- 
clared that Boston was now wholly under 
Catholic rule. Rev. Mr. Moxon attempted to 
defend the attitude of Dr. Duryea, who has 
indorsed the action of the committee in an 
open letter. When the name of Dr. Duryea 
was mentioned every one in the house bissed 
and hooted. It was a very earnest meeting, 
and from all appearances the religious contro- 
versy will be kept up and fought from now on 
until the city election next December. Nearly 
every voter in the mony is talking of the meet- 
ing and the religious feeling runs high.

Worth, Tex. 


Fort WorTuH, Tex., July 12.—At the session 
of the Deep-Water Convention yesterday 
afternoon the Committee on Resolutions 
presented their report, which was adopted 
with an amendment after an animated discus- 
sion.

THEY WERE ROBBED. 


THE BALTIMORES COMPLAIN BITTERLY OF | 
THEIR TREATMENT AT KANSAS CITY. 


Disgracefal Proceedings on the Part of the 
Sub-Umpires—Manager Barnie’s Denial—

I was in favor of returning to 
cheap ball at any cost, whether 
the rest of the Association saw 
fit to operate under the percentage 
ornot. We wanted cheap ball, percentage or 
guarantee it made no difference. The state- 
ment that my vote was cast for 50-cent ball, 
and in fact was the deciding vote in the meet- 
ing, was calculated to do meagreat deal of 
harm, and all Jean do is to deny it. The 
records of the meeting are there, however, to 
speak for me, and a consultation of them will 


prove sufiicient vindication. Baltimore would 
be glad to return to the 25-cent tariff, and I 
believe that it will come to that yet. 

Speaking of the Baltimore game at Kansas 
City Saturday, in which the Kansas Citys 
scored eight runs in the ninth inning, Manager 
Barnie said that that game was as rank a piece 
of robbery as was ever 1 The um- 
pires were Kirby and Briody of the Kansas 
Uity Club, and what they did not do to turn 
the gume over to their team was not worth 
talking about.
